C. Scott of the college. He asked an 
early appropriation in order that the 
work may not lie further retarded. The 
address lasted for an hour and touch­ 
ed upon the history and condition of 
the schools. 


From the government the school re ­ 
ceives annually $27,Wha out of what is 
known as the Morrill fund. 
This is 
used to pay salaries of teachers and to 
purchase apparatus, but under the pro­ 
posed "plan of enlarging the faculty 
and providing additional branches of 
study it will be necessary for the state 
to make some liberal appropriations. 
The total expense annually is about 
$175,000. At this time the school lease 
fund is tied up by lack of appropriation 
and the state taxes having been re­ 
mitted tor last year the school is liar- 
red from receiving a dollar from the 
state. The resources of the school are 
placed by President Scott at $31,800 
and the total value of the plant at 
$445,000. There are 1.032 students en­ 
rolled.

H. Murray, Senators Henry S. John­ 
ston, Blair and Russell and Represen­ 
tatives Faulkner and Durant.

is coming to be quite an elaborate 
schem e. 
In the west and in the east 
one atter another there are being set 
ap a rt sections of country for whose 
preservation, 
because 
of 
peculiar 
scenic charm s or other reason, Uncle 
Sam should become special sponsor 
♦ami guardian, and notw ithstanding his 
'.multitudinous cares he alw ays cheer­ 
fully assum es 
the 
new 
obligation 
which prom ises to give to the genera­ 
tions yet to be a rich landed heritage. 
The latest proposition 
which 
has 
com e before his consideration is that 
from the 
W hite 
m ountain 
district, 
w here it is felt th at the forest in­ 
terests can best be conserved by m a­ 
king the region a national park, to be 
guarded and developed by the wardens 
of Uncle Sam ’s domains. 
New Ham p­ 
shire is waking up at last to the de­ 
m olition of her forests. 
For she has 
been hit in a very sensitive spot—her 
pocket. 
The sum m er tourist traffic 
m eans $8,000,000 a year to the hotels 
and let*eats in the W hite m ountains. 
And the disappearance of the forests 
m eans the disappearance of this traf­ 
fic. 
W hen 
the 
governor of the 
state 
signed the bill disposing of the W hite 
m ountains for $25,000 he apologized 
for charging so much for them , and he 
m eant it, but such apology sounds like 
a variety stage joke to-day, but it 
w asn’t so then. 
For all th at imm ense 
tract was considered w orthless land. 
In those early days only cleared land 
had value. 
Lum ber was not consid­ 
ered, and doubtless the conscientious 
governor who apologized felt as if he 
w as taking money from a child. 
F or a large num ber of the 43 years 
th at have elapsed since then, the policy 
of the people of the state in regard to 
its forests has been along the sam e 
unappreciative 
lines. 
The 
W hite 
m ountains are being ruined as a re­ 
sort. and the forests as a future source 
of tim ber and pulp. 
In places, even 
the land is being ruined. Going to de­ 
struction, too, is the w ater pow'er of 
all the large rivers in New England. 
L. D. Sherm an of Andover, Mass., 
visited the head w aters of every large 
river last sum m er and walked through 
all th at rem ains of the virgin forests 
of New England. 
From the top of Mt. Lafayette, in 
the 
Franconia range, he saw 
five 
square 
miles of forest fire 
flames 
leaping from tree top to tree top and 
high tow ard the heavens. 
T hat great 
conflagration 
bad 
been 
burning 
a 
m onth. 


hum an life can make allowance for, 
present m ethods m ake for the wiping 
out of the forests. T hat is why so m uch 
agitation has been heard to the effect 
th at forestry is a federal problem 
needing im m ediate attention.

also the young growth, the seedlings, 
the seeds, the leaf litte r and even the 
soil itself. 
And the causes of forest fires, in the 
order of their im portance, are: Rail­ 
roads, carelessness in clearing land,

This is poor policy. There are cer- 


tain conditions that indicate whether 
there is room in a town or a commu- 
nity for a business concern. It is 
well-known fact that the people re- 


j quire just so much food, 
so much 


I clothing, so much this and that essen- 


tial to living, and while one family or 
person may consume more than an- 
other certain person, when the average 
is made it will be found that each 
spends so much during the year. This 
being the case, it is an easy matter 
for the man contemplating establish- 
ing a store to estimate 
about the 


amount of trade that he can safely 
hope to control, If he oversteps the 
limit, he is sure to meet with disaster. 
Where there are more stores than is 
justified some dealer must conduct an 
unprofitable business. It is generally 
the one who has poor business ability. 
The experienced and the capable al- 
ways win, but it is seldom, that the 
astute and careful merchant seeks a 
location in an overworked field.

Where there are too many business

Amount to Millions Annually. 


The report of the sales of one large 


mail order house showed nearly a half 
millions of dollars' worth of jewelry 
and silverware sold annually. 
Take 


the total of all the jewelry sold by 
the mail order system of business and 
it is likely to amount to fully $25 000 - 
000 to $30,000,000 annually. 


If the people could be made to uni 


derstands what kind of stuff in the 
watch and jewelry lines is generally 
sent out by the mail order houses they 
would be more careful in buying. The 
guarantee of these houses amounts to 
little, regardless of the millions of dol- 
lars of capital they may have em- 
ployed In the business. 
All the guar- 


antee binds them to do is to supply 
a new case if the one does not wear 
for "the 20-year period." 
Not one 


case in one thousand, even though they 
do not last five years, are returned 
to the concern for exchange. 
The 


cases are generally lowest grade, 
and made to order for the concerns. 
Not long since the manager of one of 
:he catalogue houses called 
upon a

Will she ge 
them? That is what the western for 
est reserves amount to—140,000,000 
acres are equivalent to the territory 
of all the Now England states, to- 
gether with New York, New Jersey 
Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Maryland 


Virginia and part of West Virginia. 


There came before the last session 


of congress "a bill for the purpose of 
acquiring national forest reserves in 
the Appalachian mountains and White 
mountains." It had passed the senate 
and was unanimously recommended to 
the house by the committee on agri- 
culture. 


It Is proposed to make a reserve of 


3,000,000 acres. One per cent, of this, 
or 30,000 acres, will be preserved for 
scenic effect, which means that the 
scenery will be enhanced over the en- 
ire tract. It would also be possible 
to promote the cultivation along sci- 
entific lines ot birds, game and flsh, 
and to provide 
against 
destructive 
fires. 


Fire is the greatest enemy of the 


orest. and It invariably follows cut- 
ing unless the logging is done in the 
most conservative manner. Fire not 
nly destroys the standing timber, but 
Iso the young growth, the seedlings, 
he seeds, the leaf litter and even the 
oil itself. 
And the causes of forest fires, In the 


Is generally made an overdone one by 
the classes which may 
be rightly 


called "pikers" or small-caliber mer- 
chants, who see one storekeeper in a 
place doing fairly well, and conclude 
that there is a chance for themselves 
to make a little easy money. The re- 
sult is poor business for all, and 
eventually failure. 
It is poor judg- 


ment in matters of this kind that runs 
up the list of general store failures 
above the average in other Imes. 


It is important that the one looking 


for a good location for a store of any- 
kind, pick out a field where there is 
need of the class of business estab- 
lishment that he contemplates start- 
ing, and where there shall be patron- 
age enough to make the undertaking 
a success. Unless this matter be care- 
fully investigated, one runs a risk.

This was met 
with the disapproval of other mer- 
chants in the town, particularly the 
grocers.

They were greatly 


surprised one morning to flnd that the 
object of their attention had in the 
daily paper a four-page advertisement. 
They were further suprlsed when the 
weeklies of the surrounding towns 
came out with one and two-page ad- i 
vertlsements, offering wonderful bar- | 
gains and to pay the railroad fare of 
those who would purchase a certain 
amount of goods. For miles around 
the town large posters announced the 
great sale. Other merchants of the 
town looked upon the venture as fool- 
ish, and predicted 
that there was 


something wrong, a failure or a fire in 
sight. Neither happened, but in two 
weeks' time the enterprising store- 
keeper, who advertised 
to sell 25 


pounds of granulated sugar for a dol- 
lar, when tbe jobbing price was more 
than five dollars a hundred, provided 
the purchaser ordered other goods, did 
a business amounting to more than 
$16,000, or KB much business as the 
average small storekeeper does in a 
year.. Not afone that, but ha Is still 
doing the biggest business In th« town.

ing the needle with a small ball of 
opium rapidly about in the flame of 
the lamp.
